Applicant argues that the apparatus taught by Huybert does not disclose "means for normallv holding the needle in the injection 
position" because the needle of Huvbert is only temporarily in the injection position. However, Applicant's claim reads "means for 
holding the needle in the iniection position" meaning that the device need only be capable of performing the claimed function. 
Huybert discloses the function of a latch plate (32) that shifts the device from operable (Column 3, lines 45-59) to inoperable 
(Column 4. lines 14-25). The device is capable of being maintained in the iniection position of Figure 2 indefinitely if all the 
conditions taught to maintain this position remain constant If the device is capable of being in the disclosed position for any 
period of time, then it is capable of being normallv held in that position.
